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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that all the claims 1-21 
should be examined together in the same application and the restriction of species was improper. 
Applicant's arguments have been fully considered but they are not persuasive because: 
Embodiment 1: claims 1, 10-12 and 19-21, directed to the stacked packages and Faraday cage. 

Embodiment 2: claims 2-9 and 13-18, directed to the stacked package and specially about a through hole interconnection through the 
digital MCM substrate electrically connecting an electrical node on the system substrate to an active electrical node on the RF MCM 
substrate exclusive of any electrical connection to an active electrical node on the digital MCM substrate. 

Therefore, embodiment 1 and 2 are patentably independent and distinct species, unpatentability of embodiment 2 invention would not 
necessarily imply unpatentability of the embodiment 1 invention. 

In response to applicant's argument that there is no basis for combining the teachings of Akram et al. with those of Vendramin in the 
manner of the rejection, the test for obviousness is not whether the features of a secondary reference may be bodily incorporated into the 
structure of the primary' reference; nor is it that the claimed invention must be expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. 
Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re 
Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). 
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
